This past season was Fox- 
worth’s last with the show. Trained in the 
theater, Foxworth intends to pursue other 
projects. This summer, for example, he ap¬ 
peared at San Diego, California's ac¬ 
claimed Old Globe Theater Foxworth por 
trayed Mark Antony, the Roman general 
whose romantic obsession with the “ser 
pent of the Nile” leads to tragedy in Shake¬ 
speare’s Antony and Cleopatra. 

One of Fox- 
worth’s co-stars in 
Treasure of Mate- 
cumbe is Peter 
Ustinov, the cele¬ 
brated English ac¬ 
tor/playwright/ 
wit. The filming of 
the Disney adven¬ 
ture story will long 
remain in Ustinov's — 
memory—particularly the stunning hur¬ 
ricane sequence near the movie’s climax. 

"I was doing the hurricane sequence in 
the picture, which is about gold hunters 
in the Florida Keys just after the Civil 
War,” Ustinov says. As the home-made 
hurricane began, Ustinov discovered that 
“my feet had sunk into the sand. When 
I was hit by a few hundred gallons of 
water, I couldn’t move. I did an elegant 
curtsey and crumpled with torn liga¬ 
ments in my left ankle. I was off the pic¬ 
ture and in a plaster cast for five weeks.” 

William Katt plays a sports writer on 
safari with his zoologist wife in the film 
Baby (see page 40). The childless 
couple—career demands and oppor¬ 
tunities have taken precedence over rais¬ 
ing a family—become, the surrogate 
parents of a prehistoric relic: a baby 
brontosaurus.

O’Toole originally hoped to become a 
dancer. Regarding her decision to switch 
professions, she says, “Acting is a mar¬ 
velous career. It can go on forever and 
forever, unlike dancing, where you reach 
a physical peak. As an actress gets older, 
there are always more interesting roles 
to play.” 

Ben Kingsley stars opposite Glenda 
Jackson in Turtle Diary (see page 42). He 
portrays the 40ish clerk of a bookstore 
who, having reached a dead end in his 
life, finds himself restored through his ef¬ 
forts to aid Ms. Jackson in freeing two sea 
turtles from captivity. 

“I passionately wanted to do the film,” 
he explains.

College Bowl History 

Just how exciting is College Bowl? Con¬ 
sider the fact that it's the most widely 
plaved game on college campuses after 
organized sports like football, baseball, 
and basketball In fact, since College 
Bowl's beginnings, its always been on 
the campus scene. 

The program began back in 1953 as a 
radio show. It made its move to television 
in 1959. where it appeared on the CBS net¬ 
work College Bowl was moderated by 
Allen I udden, the first “man with the ques¬ 
tions.' The show was an immediate popu¬ 
lar and critical hit, and the awards began 










In addition to winning an Emmy, College 
Bowl also received the George Foster Pea¬ 
body Award in 1960 as “the outstanding 
television youth program.” The United 
States Congress cited College Bowl as re¬ 
presenting “television at its best.” The 
shows excellence was even recognized at 
the presidential level. Three presidential 
citations were made—on air—to College 
Bowl by Presidents Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
and Johnson. 

In 1962. Robert Earle succeeded Allen 
Ludden as the man with the questions as 
College Bowl moved to the NBC network. 
Earle hosted College Bowl until it left the 
airwaves in 1970. But though the program 
was no longer seen on national television, 
its popularity refused to die. 

College campuses had organized im¬ 
promptu intramural contests throughout 
College Bowl's run on TV. As interest in the 
game continued on college campuses 
after 1970, Don Reid, one of the show’s 
original producers, organized and dis¬ 
tributed the game to campuses nation¬ 
wide. College Bowl lived again, as schools 
competed to reach regional tournaments, 
hoping to advance to the National Cham¬ 
pionships. Every year 50,000 individual 
matches are held just to determine the re¬ 
gional champions. 


points, are presented to both teams. Any of 
the eight panelists can win the right to an¬ 
swer by hitting his or her buzzer. (Don 
Reid, on the original College Bowl , was the 
first person to utilize a “lock-out” box, 
which sorts out the contestants and identi¬ 
fies the one who actually rang first.) 

Of course, team members who think 
they know the answer can interrupt before 
the question has been read completely. 
But if the player doesn’t have the correct 
answer, his team is penalized five points. 
The opposing team is then given the toss- 
up question to answer. 

Having clinched 10 points, a team can 
add to its score through answering bonus 
questions. Bonus questions range from a 
total of 20 to 30 points. They are frequently 
multiple questions: one, for example, 
might demand five correct answers, each 
answer being worth five points apiece. 

Bonus questions are also team ques¬ 
tions. The four members can confer on the 
answer. Though any team player can give 
the response, only the team captain can do 
so if there is dissent over the answer. 

Thus, in playing College Bowl, a team 
can add as many as 40 points to its score in 
very little time—or have five points sub¬ 
tracted from the total. Needless to say, 
that keeps the varsity scholars on their 
toes and the atmosphere crackling.

The Strategy of the Game 

It should be emphasized that College 
Bowl '87 is a game that demands the quick 
and clear recall of facts. It is not an indica¬ 
tion of total academic achievement. While 
it calls upon its players to draw from their 
reservoir of general and specific knowl¬ 


will win or go down to defeat. 

Take the toss-up questions, for example. 
Interrupting the question to reply with the 
answer can get the jump on the other 
team —vital when you remember that 
such a tactic can quickly add 40 points to 
the score. The risk has to be balanced 
against the consequences —a five-point 
penalty. Team captains must know the 
strengths and weaknesses of their team 
players—and one and all have got to keep 
a cool head in the heat of the game. 

In the bonus questions, good teamwork 
is paramount. That’s easily said when 
every member of the team agrees on the 
answer—even if they’re wrong. But bonus 


responses. The team captain must make a 
decision: Who is right? 

These aspects of the game require dis¬ 
cipline, level-headedness, and the ability 
to come to a quick decision. There’s an¬ 
other factor in the game: the clock. 

In a close contest, the ability to manipu¬ 
late the clock can mean the difference 
between winning or losing. Here’s one ex¬ 
ample, which occurred on the old College 
Bowl during the 1966-67 season: 

It was Kentucky versus Colorado, one of 
that year’s most fiercely fought matches. 
Colorado protected their lead in the game’s 
final seconds by deliberately giving an in¬ 
correct response to a toss-up. They took a 
five-point penalty. But Colorado used up 
the clock, securing the win.

A special film festival 
honors one of Disney’s greatest stars. 



Annette Funicello — from her first ap¬ 
pearance as a fresh-faced youngster on 
the Mickey Mouse Club in 1955, she evoked 
the essence of Disney. In the mid-1960s she 
was Disney’s all-American ingenue, the 
archetypal “girl next door” in such come¬ 
dies as The Misadventures of Merlin Jones. 
Today, Annette and Hayley Mills remain 
Disney’s two most popular and beloved 
stars. 

Beginning the week of August 16, sub¬ 
scribers of The Disney Channel can relive 
Annette Funicello’s remarkable Disney ca¬ 
reer with Always Annette. 

This exclusive film festival fol¬ 
lows Annette from the early 
days on the Mickey Mouse 
Club through a selection of 
her finest films (including Lots 
of Luck, an original 1985 Dis¬ 
ney Channel production and 
her last Disney picture). The 
festival also features a per¬ 
sonal television interview and 
three classic episodes of 
Zorro.

Annette was born in 1942 in 
Utica, New York. Fler family 
moved to California, to Los 
Angeles’s San Fernando Valley, 
when she was four. A year later 
Annette was taking dance 
lessons; at nine she had won a 
beauty contest. But the story 
of her career really begins 
in 1955. 

Annette was dancing in a 
school recital at Bur¬ 
bank’s Starlight Bowl. Unbe¬ 
knownst to anyone, Walt 
Disney was in the audience. At 
the time he was completing 
casting for his first television 
series, Mickey Mouse Club. 

“I didn’t know Mr. Disney was 
there,” Annette recalled. “He 
just came in unannounced. He 


cohorts on the show —an astronomical 
6,000 letters a month. 

By 1959, when the Mickey Mouse Club 
disbanded, Annette was a bona fide star. 
She appeared in a Disney film, on other 
Disney TV series (including the three epi¬ 
sodes of Zorro which are included in the 
Always Annette Festival), and had 
launched a recording career. 

“Of all the Mouseketeers, I was the one 
who remained under contract to Mr. Dis¬ 
ney for years and years,” Annette said. “He 
was the dearest, kindest person, and truly 
like a second father to me. He 
was a kid at heart.” 

Escapade in Florence (co- 
starring Tommy Kirk), a 1962 
production for the Disney se¬ 
ries The Wonderful World of 
Color , marked the end of the 
first phase of Annette’s career 
with the Studio. Feeling that 
Annette had outgrown juve¬ 
nile roles, Walt Disney loaned 
her to another studio for a 
seminal ’60s film: Beach Party 
with Frankie Avalon. In this 
sun-washed, seaside cornball 
teen comedy, the brunette An¬ 
nette was the only actress not 
to appear in a bikini. 

“That’s when the famous 
story of never showing my 
navel arose,” Annette remem¬ 
bered with amusement. “I was 
on loan-out from The Disney 
Studios, and Mr. Disney came

saw me dance, and called my dancing 
teacher and said, ‘We’re holding inter¬ 
views. Would you please bring her to the 
studio?’ And that’s how it came to be. They 
were looking for 24 boys and girls. I was 
the 24th.” 

Walt Disney had discerned a promising 
talent in his young charge. After all, he had 
auditioned over 6,000 boys and girls for 
the Mickey Mouse Club. Disney’s hunch 
about Annette was soon confirmed as she 
became the most popular Mouseketeer. 
She received ten times more mail than her 
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(continued from the previous page) 

to me one day and said, Annette, I have a 
favor to ask of you. I know all the girls are 
wearing bikinis, but you have an image to 
uphold. I would appreciate it if you would 
wear a one-piece suit.’ I did—and I never 
regretted it.” 

Annette returned to The Disney Studios 
in 1964 for The Misadventures of Merlin 
Jones , starring again with Tommy Kirk. 
The movie’s success spawned a sequel, 
The Monkey’s Uncle. But the ’60s were mov¬ 
ing toward a watershed in American so¬ 
ciety. Times were rapidly changing. The 
two comedies were to mark the last ap¬ 
pearance of both Annette and Tommy Kirk 
in Disney theatrical films. 

Annette’s personal life was also chang¬ 
ing, with marriage and motherhood mov¬ 
ing to the fore. “I chose not to act on a 
steady basis,” Annette explained recently. 
“I have three children. After each child was 
born, I gave up the business for several 
years, slowly getting back into it each 
time.” 

During that period, Annette did grace 
several television programs from The Walt 
Disney Studios. Included in the Always An¬ 
nette Festival are her appearances on The 


Mouse Factory and the 1980 Mouseketeer 
Reunion. In 1985, she teamed up with co¬ 
median Martin Mull for the original Disney 
Channel production, Lots of Luck. 

This summer also sees Annette return to 
another famous scene from her past with 
the theatrical release of Back to the Beach, 
which reunites Annette and Frankie Avalon 
onscreen. The two former beach party 
stars play a married couple whose chil¬ 
dren’s antics at the beach lure the two back 
to their old haunts. 

“People have asked me for years when 
Frankie and I were going to do another film 



together,” Annette explained. “The surfing 
scene is on the upswing, and people like to 
walk down memory lane. Nostalgia is an 
important part of our lives. It’s also natural 
for me to play a mother with a teenage son 
and daughter.” 

Nostalgia—it is an important part of our 
lives.

n 1881 entrepreneur Tony Pastor 
opened the first theater in New 
York City dedicated to a new form 
of entertainment, vaudeville. An 
immediate success with the public, the 
shows consisted of a variety of acts, rang¬ 
ing from jugglers and comedians to singers 
and magicians. For the next half-century, 
vaudeville reigned supreme both as the 
country’s favorite family entertainment 
and as a proving ground for the nation’s 
premiere performers. 

In the last several years a new genera¬ 
tion of entertainers have emerged to spark 


a remarkable revival of this original 
American variety show. Following on the 
heels of last year’s Ace Award-nominated 
special The New Vaudevillians , The Disney 
Channel will once again play host to some 
of today’s most hilarious and exciting vari¬ 
ety artists on New Vaudevillians Too, which 
has its prime-time premiere Tuesday, 
September 8 at 8:00 p.m.

Vaudeville began to decline in the 1920’s, 
when vaudeville houses were renovated to 
accommodate the new craze for “moving 
pictures.’’ Vaudeville was declared a dying 
art. In truth, however, many of the greatest 
stars of the vaudeville stage, from W.C. 
Fields and Oliver Hardy to Jack Benny and 
Burns and Allen, simply adapted their skills 
to radio and film. 

When television later took the country 
by storm, the variety show flourished 
again, though in a more spectacular form. 
The Ed Sullivan Show, for example, which 
aired from 1948 to 1971, presented acts 
ranging from the Bolshoi Ballet to the latest 
rock stars and served as one of the 
premiere showcases for up and coming 
talent.

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DINOS 

on The Disney Channel 


There are several dinosaur programs on The Disney Channel in August and September (see page 40). 
Dinosaurs are intriguing creatures. Huge beasts, often the size of a building, they lived 100 million years 
ago. There were no humans then, of course, and the only animals recognizable to us today were turtles, 
lizards, and crocodiles. 

Here are directions for making your own dinosaur model. It will probably end up being about 10 or 12 
inches high, from the table to the top of its head. If you stand a 3-inch-high miniature figure or animal next 
to it, you’ll see how you would have compared in height with a dinosaur had you stood next to one. 


I • To make the body: 

• Blowup the balloon. 

• Cut some newspaper into long strips I" wide. 

• Mix 3 cups flour with 2 cups water until all of the lumps are 
out of it. Add remaining water and mix with a spoon until 
smooth and creamy, like pancake batter. 

• Wet several strips of newspaper at a time in the mixture. 

• Wrap balloon with wet strips to completely cover balloon. 
Do this until you have 3 layers. 

• Let wrapped balloon dry for 
several hours in the sun, or if 
the balloon is out of the sun, 
let it sit overnight. 



2 * To shape the neck and tail: 

• Using the pliers, untwist hanger, as shown. Straighten the 
tail end. Bend the head end of the hanger as indicated in 
illustration. This becomes the dinosaur’s head and neck.

• Push the tail end of the hanger through the body until it 
comes out the other side. You will hear the balloon deflate, 

• Push the neck wire into the first hole to secure neck and 
tail. Take pliers and carefully bend the tail so body can sit 
on table without rolling. 



3 * To stuff the neck and tail: 

• Take scraps of newspaper and crush them into balls. Poke 
the tail wire through them. Wrap three layers of wet 
newspaper strips around the tail. Then wrap additional 
strips to connect the tail to the body. 

• Crush newspaper scraps into smaller balls for the head 
and neck. Stuff the balls between the two wires. Wrap 
layers of wet newspaper strips, just like you did for the tail. 



4 * Feet for the dinosaur: 

• For the front feet make 2 large balls of newspaper, like the 
ones used for the tail. For the back feet use small balls like 
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aurs

I have a still photo of a scene from 
In Search of the Castaways . 
However, when I watched the film, 
first in theaters and most recently 
on The Disney Channel, the exact 
scene in the photo wasn’t in the 
movie.

My guess is that the photo is from 
a portion of a scene that ended up 
“on the cutting room floor.” Then, too, 
comparing stills with film can be 
misleading. Almost all stills are shot by 
a still photographer who stands on the 
set near the movie camera. What the 
photographer shoots is rarely identical 
to the actual scene captured by the 
camera crew. On the other hand, 
blowing up a frame of movie film to 
serve as a still photograph isn’t a 
satisfactory solution: the resulting 
photo is not of high quality. 

Now that Fantasia has been 
rerecorded digitally, has the 
original version been preserved? 
Will it ever be available on video¬ 
cassette?

The original sound recording of 
Fantasia has been preserved by The 
Walt Disney Studios. However, a new 
sound track was recorded because 
the sound quality of the original had 
deteriorated. Fantasia was no longer 
the ultimate in sound reproduction, as 
Walt Disney had envisioned in 1940. 
Thus, if the film is ever released on 


Mickey Mouse as the “Scorcerer’s 
Apprentice ” in Fantasia.

Differences , Racial and Other 


When racial prejudice and strife tear 
apart a small Mississippi town during 
the ’60s civil rights movement, it’s the 
children who rise above the conflict 
and serve as models for the older 
townspeople in And The Children Shall 
Lead (see page 38 for air dates). The 
children refuse to let prejudice affect 
them; they play together as they always 
have, blacks and whites together. Their 
bond as children is stronger than their 
racial differences, and their uncon¬ 
scious wisdom is a lesson for people of 
all ages. 

There are a number of good films and 
books about race, prejudice and getting 
along. On The Disney Channel in Sep¬ 
tember is The Red Fury ; a Disney 
Channel Discovery (page 43). Coming 
up in October are Sounder and Words by 
Heart, two films based on books (of the 
same titles) recommended for young 
readers. Also starting in October is 
Palmerstown, a 16-part series about life 
in a small Tennessee town, as seen 
through the eyes of two young friends, 


one black and one white. The children’s 
friendship becomes an example 
for others. 

Differences Within Families 

Very young children may not be 
consciously aware of race, but they do 
experience differences and conflicts 
within their own families: sibling 
rivalry, or a difference in age or 
personality. Here, in the small arena 
of the family, children can learn, with 
help from their parents, to tolerate 
differences and to negotiate their own 
solutions to conflicts that arise. 

How to get along with others is a 
popular subject among contemporary 
authors of children’s books. Here are 
just a few of the many books for pre - 
school-age children that have to do with 
differences, conflict, and getting along.

by Judy Blume

Books Can Help Children Cope By Nicki Weiss 


Children frequently face situations 
that challenge their ability to cope. 
Their problems may stem from an 
event, such as the birth of a sibling, or 
family relationships to adoption, 
separation, divorce, alcoholism, illness, 
or death. Or a child may suffer from 
shyness, jealousy, anger, lack of self- 
confidence, or have trouble getting 
along with peers. Books provide an 
ideal way for children to come to terms 
with difficult emotions. 


“For young children, the main way of

expressing themselves is through their 
play,” says Dr. Peggy Van Raalte, a 
clinical psychologist with practices in 
New York and New Jersey. “They often 
act out stories about their lives. They 
draw pictures about them. Tell stories. 
Books furnish a way for children to 
identify with characters who may 
resemble themselves in many ways. 
Because it’s not directly them, it’s less 
threatening.” Colleen Colbert, M.S. in 
school psychology and early childhood, 
adds: “Like puppets, books are one step 
removed. There’s safety in the distance 
from the child’s reality. Books allow 
children to feel emotions they think 
may not be permissible in the actual 
relationship. In this way, conflicting 
emotions are more easily condoned.” 

Books also help children see that 
they’re not alone in their predicament, 
that other people experience the same 
things. Says Colbert, “Books may 
validate their feelings; they see there 
are others who feel this way, too.” 

Books can be read and re-read. Dr. 
Van Raalte explains, “Such repetition 


enables a child to master a difficult 
situation while also providing solutions 
and resolutions to conflicts.” Certain 
situations, such as a new baby at home, 
hospitalization, or even a first visit to 
the dentist, can be prepared for in 
advance. ‘A child can familiarize herself 
or himself with a situation ahead of 
time. It’s like a trial run. He learns what 
to expect,” says Van Raalte. 

“Books can be an opener for 
verbalization, labeling the feelings,” 
adds Colbert. “Through language they 
can gain control over the emotional 
issues.” 

Books can help a child open up his 
feelings to the parent, and books can 
assist the parent in opening 
communication with the child. A parent 
should be sure to read a book first, so 
that he or she can be prepared for the 
child’s reactions to the book. 

Sometimes parents worry that 
reading about a subject can induce 
feelings—will stir up negative 
emotions, put ideas in a child’s head, or

“add fuel to the fire.” “In fact, it’s the 
opposite,” says Colbert. “If a child 
identifies with a character or 
situation it’s because he feels these 
things. If he doesn’t identify with the 
character, emotions, or situation, 
he’ll just move on. A child selectively 
attends to things that are meaningful 
to him or her.” 

How To Make 
Better Use of Your 
Local Library 

Visit your local library. The 
children’s librarian will be able to 
help you find and select the 
appropriate books for your child’s 
needs. Through what librarians call 
a “reference interview,” they 
consider the child’s age and the 
specifics of the situation to then 
make recommendations. 

You are also free to use the card 
catalogue in the library, which lists 
the books that the library holds. It is 
indexed according to subject as 
well as to title and author. Thus, you 
can find a complete listing of books 
on the topic you want under the 
subject heading. 

Another library source are 
reference books. Most libraries 
carry Bowker’s Subject Guide to 
Childrens Books in Print , an index 
which simply lists books according 
to subject. Some libraries carry 
Book Finder, ; which offers short 
summaries of the books it lists. 

Visit your local bookstore, too. 
Some cities now have stores that 
specialize in children’s books; 
booksellers here are particularly 
equipped to answer your questions 
and make recommendations. Stores 
specializing in children’s books 
often have catalogues with order 
blanks inside for the parent who is 
eager to provide his or her child 
with new books but who is too busy 
to browse. 

There are various bibliographies, 
professional magazines and review 
publications available for parents. 
The Children’s Book Council 
publishes a brochure that lists such 
resources, entitled “Choosing a 
Child’s Book.” It is free if you send a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope 
to The Children’s Book Council, Inc., 
67 Irving Place, N.Y., N.Y. 10003. 
Libraries and bookstores may carry 
some of these resources too.
